—The supreme 
court bas rendered an opinion in the 
Nebraska n aximum freight rate case. 
The opinion was 
handed down by 
Justice Harlan. 
Justice Harlan’s opinion iii the Ne­ 
braska m axim um freight rate case held 
lim law to be eon teary to the fourteenth 
am endm ent in ihat it authorized tho 
taking of property without due process 
of law aud was 
therefore 
invalid. 
Hence the railroads won. 
Justice HarlanV opinion affirmed the 
opinion of the circuit court of appeals 
for the highth circuli. 
The law was passed by the Nebraska 
legislature iii 18D3, and prescribed the 
maximum rates for the transportation 
of freight by railroads within the state. 
The a< t applies specifically to freight 
whose transit begins and ends in the 
state, and there was no effort in its en­ 
actment to control interstate freight. 
The railroads charged that inasmuch 
as the act applied only to state freights 
it was chargeable w'ith a disciniination 
against them, and, therefore, antago­ 
nistic to the spirit of tho fowtceuth 
amendment to the constitution. They 
contended that the maximum rate fixed 
was unreasonable and ruinous to the 
roads.

Uf unarmored ships our navy, to­ 
gether with our merchant fleet, can pot 
a large enough number in commission 
to meet any pressing emergency conse­ 
quent upon our beiug at (Kids with a 
secondary power. The duties to be per 
formed by cruisers are to destroy com­ 
merce and to protect commerce, to rav­ 
age the enem y’s ooasts at unprotected 
points, 
to effect reprisals, to act as 
scoots and lookouts, to keep in touch 
cud in communication with all parts of 
the fleet and with the base of opera 
tions, to form the front, rear and wings 
of the fleet, aud to assist in insuring the 
efficiency of a blockade. 
It is certainly 
difficult to lay down a ship capable of 
performing properly all the above du­ 
ties, perhaps it is impossible. However, 
the two roost essential qualifications to 
be kept in view in selecting a cruiser 
are speed urn! coal capacity. 
That the crniser should be tho pre 
dominating type of ship is evident, 
whether for war or for peace. 
There is 
unanimity of sentiment on this point. 
The only question is, How mauy cruis­ 
ers should there be? Four to one battle­ 
ship is a conservative estimate; ten to 
one is perhaps not too many, so many 
naval experts hold. What is it w ith our 
battleships and cruisers? 
Iii the United States navy there are 
today 50 cruisers, large and small, for 
the gunboat is only the cruiser of a re­ 
duced size. To act as light horse caval­ 
ry, to be the eyes of the fleet, to raid 
like the uhlans, many more of these 
swift unarmored ships most be obtained 
quickly, for there is no time in which 
to build. 
Recourse must be had to our 
merchant ships, among which w ill be 
found some good scouts, which fortu­ 
nately the navy department knows all 
about.

Royal commissions have been taking 
evident:* on the improvident old age of 
the inhabitants of New Zealand and 
Victoria, with the idea of providing for 
the old aud poor. 
In New Zealand a 
law has recently been passed to devote 
$900,000 yearly to the aged poor. 
But 
citizens who would be provided for in 
this way must not only be poor aud 
aged, bat honest and virtuous as well. 
To have been convicted, for example, 
of drunkenness four times in four years 
before reaching the age of 65 w ill cost a 
New Zealand citizen his pension. 
The 
maximum pension is $90 a year. It is to 
be reduced by $5 per annum for every 
$5 of private income in excess of $170 per 
annum which the pensioner possesses. 
In Victoria the law ie similar, but Hie 
age lim it is placed at 60. 
In each col­ 
ony the number of citizens entitled to 
these pensions is about 10,000. 


W hile the bubonic plague seems to bo 
spreading in India und threatens almost 
to equal in fatality the epidemic of a 
year ago, the French physicians in A l­ 
geria have discovered a disease in Africa 
which, if the meager reports which 
have beeu received prove true, is none 
tho less fatal. It is a mysterious disease, 
aud no satisfactory diagnosis has yet 
been made of it. I* first shows itself by 
the patient having an inordinate desire 
to sleep. 
Its symptoms resemble those 
manifested in laudanum poisoning. 
If 
the patient be not at onoe aroused, he 
soon falls into a stupor, which is suc­ 
ceeded by death. From its symptoms it 
has been called by the correspondents of 
French 
medical journals in Algeria 
“ la maladie do sommeil” (the disease 
of sleep). Europeans are not susceptible 
to it, Arabs only slightly, but the negro 
fulls a ready victim. Two doctors of the 
University of (Joimbe have a theory 
that the disease is microbic. With some 
bac jill iii serum obtained from the blood 
of a young uegro w ho had died from the 
dis* ase tiny inoculated half a dozen 
rabbits.

Referring to the financial resources 
of the government available for war 
uses and the probable methods tho gov­ 
ernment would employ to raise money 
in the event of war. 
Representative 
Dockery of Missouri said; 
“ The government bad a few evenings 
ago an available cash balance in the 
treasury of $226,017,062.19. This treas­ 
ury balance, exclusive of the $100,000,- 
000 gold reserve, is available to meet all 
treasury liabilities. 
In the event the 
gold reserve should be trenched upon 
tile resumption act of Jan. 14, 1875, 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury 
to issue ooiu 
bonds to m aintain re­ 
sumption. 
This is the only law now 
authorizing the issue of bonds, and the 
president m ight invoke its aid to m ain­ 
tain the gold reserve, aud by the exist­ 
ing treasury construction the money 
thus procured from the sale of bonds 
could be used to meet current expenses 
after having once performed rederap 
Hon functions. Should war be declared, 
however, the president would not be re­ 
quired to thus Beetlike money. Congress 
w ould at once provide the treasury with 
an ample income, as it did from 1861 to 
1865, by taxing if necessary manufac­ 
tures, 
express 
companies, 
insurance 
companies, banks and other owners of 
wealth, aud by granting authority to 
the secretary of the treasury to issue 
bonds, and thus supplement any de­ 
ficiency iii revenues not met by these 
extraordinary methods of taxation. The 
only income the national treasury en­ 
joyed during the war period which 
coaid not uow be availed of would be 
the revenue derived from the tax upon 
incomes. The recent decision of the su­ 
preme court having declared such taxa- 
tion to be unconstitutional, the people 
would be compelled to m aintain the 
army and navy w ithout any aid from a 
tax upon incomes. 
“ If war should come, the resources 
of the republic w ill be ample to meet 
its liabilities without the hardships of 
taxation 
entailed by the civil war. 
Then our people were estranged and d i­ 
vided; now they are united and ready 
to contribute whatever may be essential 
to uphold the dignity and honor of the 
nation either upon land or sea. 
Since 
the civil strife our population has more 
than doubled, the mileage of railroads 
more than trebled, all our industries 
have multiplied greatly, aud the national 
wealth now reaches the mighty total of 
more than $70,000,000,000. Our finan­ 
cial resources, therefore, are fully ade­ 
quate to meet all the possible require­ 
ments which war m ight entail upon the 
treasury. Our army, it is true, is but a 
skeleton army, consisting of bnt 26,000 
men, but that army would swell to m il­ 
lions upon the call of congress and the 
president. 
Our new navy, while not so 
powerful as the navies of England, Ger­ 
many and other great European powers, 
is yet formidable and if the occasion 
arises will prove a worthy successor of 
the old time navy. The superb conduct 
of Captain Sigsbee amid the awful hor­ 
rors incident to the destruction of the 
battleship Maine shows that the valor 
of our seamen is not decadent. 
“ Since 1833 congress has authorized 
the construction of 77 war vessels at a 
cost of $134,489,707.10. Sixteen of the 
vessels have not yet been completed.

“ I may also add that during the past 
ten years there have been expended on 
seacoast fortifications and their arm a­ 
ment, for submarine mines and torpe­ 
does, nearly $40,000,000, and our prin­ 
cipal seaport towns have thus been put 
iii a c o n d itio n so that, with the aid of 
the navy, the country could easily resist 
the attack of any one of the great naval 
powers of 
the w orld.’’—Washington 
Post. 


B iN torlcaily It lit A m o n g th o Mont In te r ­ 
e stin g C h u rch es In th e C ountry. 
Historically and in the relics of tjie 
past which it contains few if any 
churches iii America are more interest­ 
ing than old St. John’s at Portsmouth, 
N. H. The founding of the parish dates 
from 1638, but the present edifice is 
modern. 
It was built in 1806, and the 
good man who preached the dedication 
sermon described it as a work of stu­ 
pendous magnitude. It is not, however, 
the building which attracts us, but its 
belongings. Here we see the old prayer 
book, w ith the prayer for the president 
pasted over that for the king; the 
“ V inegar" Bible, of which only 40 
copies were printed, aud but five of 
which are in the United States. 
The 
bell which calls the parish to prayers is 
a capture from Louisburg, and, although 
twice recast, once by Paul Revere, since 
its voice w as beard in its foreign home, 
it is yet the same old bell. 
An arm ­ 
chair, which stands behind the altar 
rail was a gift from Queen Caroline, 
bnt is now known as the Washington 
chair, having been occupied by the first 
president of the United States when he 
attended service in the old church. 
Admiral Farragut was buried from 
St. John’s, and the reading table is 
made of wood from his flagship. 
A 
strange bit of treasure trove is the 
heavy porphyry font taken from an old 
church iii Portsmouth and captured by 
the Euglish from the French off the 
count of Africa. Every Sunday 12 loaves 
of bread are placed upon this font and 
distributed to 12 old women, in accord­ 
ance w ith the terms of one Theodore 
Eccleston’s last will aud testament, and 
because of a gift by w ill the church is 
still heated by w ood fires.—Nashua (N. 
H .) Telegraph.

A ri'iiiarkable caiw of poison in g is be­ 
in g in vestigated in Atlan ta. The family 
of L. I. McMullen , a well kn own elec­ 
trician , was recen tly mad e ill from the 
fun ieh of a burn in g stick of thn ud er- 
wood in the open grate of the fam ily 
sittin g roi.m. For two weeks the mem­ 
bers of th(* family lay at the poin t of 
d eath, but tbev are n ow rapid ly recov­ 
erin g. 
The poison in g was so un usual 
that the theory that it was caused by 
the firewood was at first d iscred ited . 
A careful med ical examin ation prov­ 
ed , however, that the d ead ly thun d er- 
wood d id the work. 
The atten tion of 
the govern men t was called to the case, 
aud W. K. Chestn ut of the d ivision of 
botan y of the d epartm en t of agriculture 
was sen t to A tlan ta to make an in vesti­ 
gation . He con firmed the (xmclusion s of 
the med ical experts. 
Thuud erwood has always been re­ 
gard ed as the most poison ous species of 
firewood . It is especially d an gerous be­ 
cause it so closely resembles other vari­ 
eties of forest wood that it can on ly bo 
d etected w ith d ifficulty. 
A stick of the 
wood was by m istake mixed w ith Mr. 
M cM ullen ’s supply, aud the accid en tal 
poison in g resulted .—New York Sun .
